REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


We respectfully submit the following report for the 
school year ending July 15, 1914: 

The school year opened with four schools in session, un- 
til the beginning of the spring term, when we deemed it 
expedient to open the Old South division, and at present 
a very successful school is being taught there. 

There were registered in all schools 64 pupils, 34 boys 
and 30 girls, a gain of only one pupil over last year. 

Eight teachers were employed during the year, two of 
whom were qualified teachers, one a graduate from Ply- 
mouth Normal School and one holding a New Hampshire 
state teacher’s certificate. 

Our text-books, especially the readers, were in many 
cases almost entirely worn out, and we have purchased 
several new books to replace them. 

The schools in each division have been in session for 32 
weeks, the greatest number of pupils m any one school 
being 20 and the least number, six. 

There were 40 visits by the members of the School Board, 
293 by parents and others. 

Repairs have been made in each division with the ex- 
ception of East Sutton (which was thoroughly repaired 
last year), and include the laying of a hardwood floor at 
the North division, the painting of the interior of the 
schoolroom at the Center, and the applying of two coats 
of paint to the South and Old South divisions. 

In accordance with the law, we submit the following 
estimate of money needed to meet the statutory obligations 
of the district for the coming year:
